ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1907. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Twenty-first  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1907. 

The  area  comprised  in  the  Urban  District  is  1133  acres  (about 
one  and  three  quarter  square  miles),  of  which  38  acres  are  under  water. 

The  census  of  1901  gave  a population  of  26,564,  which  is 
estimated  to  have  increased  to  37,500  at  the  middle  of  1907. 

Of  the  94  Urban  Sanitary  Districts  of  Lancashire  with  an 
estimated  population  of  969,552,  the  average  density  is  3^54  persons  per 
acre;  and  of  19  Municipal  Boroughs,  embraced  in  the  county  returns, 
with  a population  of  547,442  the  average  density  is  7*01,  whilst  19 
Rural  Sanitary  Districts  (population  226,653)  the  average  density  is 
o’3i  persons  per  acre. 

The  average  density  of  the  population  of  Gorton  is  33  as 
compared  with  the  neighbouring  townships  of  West  Gorton  99, 
Openshaw  49,  Ardwick  87,  Bradford  (Manchester)  87,  Beswick  129, 
Hulme  134. 

There  were  registered  1,162  births  (1,102  the  previous  year);  of 
these  571  were  males  and  591  females  ; 29  were  registered  as  illegitimate 
(21  the  previous  year).  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  numbered 
582  (which  is  the  same  number  as  the  total  deaths  for  the  year.  The 
comparison  with  previous  years  is  as  follows — 1906,  525  ; 1905,  471  ; 
1904,  502  ; 1903,  436  ; 1902,  548  ; 1901,  337  ; 1900,  446  ; 1899,  388  ; 
1898,  357  ; 1897,  305.  The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  30^9,  as  compared 
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with  1906,  33-3;  1905,  337;  1904,  36-0;  1903,  34-2;  1902,  38-9; 
1901,  32*8  ; the  average  of  ten  years  being  35*12  (1897  to  1906).  . The 
birth-rate  for  1906  for  England  and  Wales  was  27*0  ; County  of 
Lancaster,  2479  (Urban  25*1 1 , Rural  24*22);  76  large  English  towns, 

27*9  ; Gorton,  337  ; West  Gorton,  2875  ; Openshaw,  32*9.

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  582  (577  the  previous  year),  of 
these  288  were  males  and  294  females. 

Included  in  the  above  total  are  the  deaths  of  persons  occurring 
outside  the  district,  but  belonging  to  this  district,  in  Withington 
Workhouse  Hospital,  66  ; Lever  Hospital,  3 ; Public  Institutions  outside 
the  district,  18  ; total,  87. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  of  persons  dying  in  the 
district  is  495  ; the  previous  year,  500. 

The  actual  death-rate  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  for  1907 
was  13*2  ; 1906,15*1;  1905,16*1;  1904,17*0:  1903,16*1;  1902,17*6; 
the  average  of  five  years  being  16*4. 

The  total  death-rate  for  1907  was  15*5,  as  compared  with  1906, 
17*4;  1905,  18*5:  1904,  19*26;  1903,  18*9  ; 1902,  19*05  ; the  average 
often  years  (1897  to  1906)  being  19*3. 

The  death-rate  for  1906  for  England  and  Wales  was  15 *4;  76  large 
English  towns,  15*9  : County  of  Lancaster,  14*62  (Urban  14*81,  Rural 
13*33);  West  Gorton,  16*91;  Openshaw,  18*36;  Ardwick,  17*83;  Gorton 
for  the  same  year,  1 7 *4. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  County  during  ten  years  (1897  to 
1906)  was  16*0;  England  and  Wales,  16*7  ; Gorton,  19*3. 

The  Infantile  mortality  equalled  144  infants  dying  under  12  months 
of  age  out  of  each  1,000  births  during  1907,  as  compared  with  1906,  165; 
1905,  170;  1904,  199;  1903,  200;  1902,  152  ; 1901,  205  ; the  average 
of  ten  years  (1897  to  1906)  being  194. 

I’he  Infantile  mortality  during  1906  for  England  and  W ales  was 
1 33 ; 76  large  English  towns,  145;  County  of  Lancaster,  139  (Urban  143, 
Rural  1 09);  West  Gorton,  192  ; Openshaw,  172  ; Ardwick,  1 7 1 ; Gorton, 
165  ; average  of  ten  years  (1897  to  1906),  England  and  Wales,  145  ; 
the  County,  154;  Gorton,  194. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  5 years  of  age  for  1907,  was  240  (the 
previous  year,  281).  Of  the  total  deaths  for  1907,  41  per  cent,  were  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age;  as  compared  with  1906,  48;  1905,  45  ; 
1904,  47  ; 1903,  51  ; 1902,  47  ; the  average  of  10  years  being  49.

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  from  the  notified  infectious 
diseases  was  17  (the  previous  year  14),  namely  Scarlet  Fever,  6; 
Diphtheria,  3 ; Typhoid  Fever,  7 ; Puerperal  Fever,  1.  From  other 
infectious  diseases  not  notifiable  there  were  Measles,  19  ; Whooping 
Cough,  21  ; Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  13. 

The  diseases  which  are  included  in  the  seven  principal  Zymotic 
diseases  are  : — Small  Pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  (including 
Diphtheritic  Croup),  Whooping  Cough,  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Zymotic 
Diarrhoea.  The  deaths  from  these  diseases  for  1907  numbered  69  (the 
previous  year  120).  Of  these  deaths  59  of  them  were  under  five  years 
of  age,  and  1 o over  five. 

The  death  rates  for  several  years  past  from  these  diseases  are

For  the  County  the 
death-rate  from  these  seven  Zymotic  diseases  for  1906  was  1*97  (Urban 
2*08,  Rural  1*23);  England  and  Wales  173;  76  large  English  towns, 
2*24  ; Gorton,  37. 

Inquests  were  held  on  23  cases  during  [907  ; 1906,  19  ; 1905,  21  ;

In  Withington  Workhouse  Hospital  there  were  66  deaths  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district;  1906,  55;  1905,  50;  1904,  46;  ^03,  54; 

1902,  39  ; 1901,  49  ; 1900,  27  ; 1899,  42  ; 1898,  25  ; 1897,  36  ; 1896,  27. 

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  reported  to  the  District  Council 
are  Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
and  Puerperal  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  reported  during  1907  was 
443;  1906,274;  1905,260;  1904,228;  1903,224;  1902,186;  1901, 
234;  1900,  179. 

Out  of  each  r,ooo  inhabitants  the  following  number  suffered  from 
infectious  diseases  : 1907,  ii’8;  1906,8*3;  1905,8*3;  1904,7*5;  1903, 
7*8;  1902,  6*7;  1901,  8*6;  1900,  4*6;  the  average  of  ten  years  (1897 
to  1906)  being  7*2.  The  cases  reported  were  Diphtheria  and  Diphtheritic 
Croup,  12;  Erysipelas,  23;  Scarlet  Fever,  383;  Typhoid  Fever,  23; 
Puerperal  Fever,  2. 
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St.  James'  Ward  has  an  area  of  255  acres,  and  an  estimated 
population  of  14,300,  being  56  persons  per  acre. 

'There  were  442  births  (394  the  previous  year)  and  254  deaths 
(the  previous  year  228).  The  birth-rate  for  this  ward  for  1907  was  30*9 
(the  previous  year  29*4),  and  the  death-rate  177,  as  compared  with — 
1906,  17*0;  1905,  187;  1904,  i9'i  ; 1903,  18*9;  1902,  2i’o;  the 
average  of  ten  years  (1897  to  1906)  being  18 ‘4.  'There  were  72  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  infantile  mortality  equalled  162  children 
dying  under  12  months  of  age  out  of  each  1000  born  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases 
for  1907  was  29,  and  the  death-rate  from  these  diseases  2’o  ; 1906,  37  ; 
1905,  2*8;  1904,  2*0  ; 1903,  3*2  ; 1902,  2’9.  The  deaths  from  these 
diseases  were — Measles,  6 ; Scarlet  Fever,  3 ; Whooping  Cough,  9 ; 
Diphtheria,  1 ; Typhoid  Fever,  4;  Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  6 ; total,  29. 

'The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  as  occurring 
in  this  Ward  during  1907  was  163  (the  previous  year  127)  and  equal 
to  1 1 7 per  thousand  of  the  population  of  the  Ward;  1906,  9*4; 
1905,  87  ; 1904,  6*8  ; 1903,  8*4  ; 1902,  5*8.  The  average  of  ten  years 
(1897  to  1906)  being  77.  The  cases  were — Diphtheria  and  Diphteritic 
Croup,  6 ; Erysipelas,  10  ; Scarlet  Fever,  136  ; Typhoid  Fever,  n. 

Town=Halt  Ward  has  an  area  of  415  acres,  and  an  estimated 
population  of  12,100,  being  29  persons  per  acre. 

There  were  384  births  and  192  deaths. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  Ward  was  317  and  the  death-rate  15 '9,  as 
compared  with  1906,  19*5;  1905,  i8‘4;  1904,  18*8 ; 1903,  21*1;  1902, 
i9’9  ; the  average  of  ten  years  (1897  to  1906)  being  19*5. 

There  were  52  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  and  the  infantile 
mortality  equalled  135  children  dying  under  12  months  of  age  out  of 
each  1,000  born  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases 
for  1907  was  24  (the  previous  year,  49),  and  the  death-rate  from  these 
diseases,  2*0;  1906,  4*4 ; 1905,  2-8  ; 1904,  2*5;  1903,  3*1;  1902,  27; 
the  average  of  ten  years  being  4*0.  'The  deaths  from  these  diseases 
were — Measles,  6 ; Scarlet  Fever,  2 ; Whooping  Cough,  9 ; Diphtheria,  1 ; 
Typhoid  Fever,  2 ; Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  4;  total,  24. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  during  1907 
was*  185  (the  previous  year,  87),  equal  to  15 '2  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Ward ; 1906,  7*8;  1905,  6*4;  1904,  7*3;  1903,  97  ; 1902, 
57  ; the  average  of  ten  years  (1897  to  1906)  being  yo.  The  cases 
notified  were  Diphtheria  and  Diphtheritic  Croup,  3 ; Erysipelas,  9 ; 
Scarlet  Fever,  164 ; Typhoid  Fever,  9. 
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Abbsy  Hey  Ward  has  an  area  of  463  acres  and  ah  estimated 
population  of  11,100,  being  23  persons  per  acre. 

There  were  336  births  and  136  deaths.  The  birth-rate  for  the 
Ward  was  30^2 . The  death-rate  was  12 ‘2,  as  compared  with — -1906, 
15-4;  1905,  18*3 ; 1904,  18-6;  1903,  15-9;  1902,  14-3;  the  average 
of  ten  years  being  16 '4.  'There  were  44  deaths  under  1 year  of  age, 
and  the  infantile  mortality  equalled  130  children  dying  under  one  year 
of  age  out  of  each  1,000  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases 
for  1907  was  16  (the  previous  year  25),  and  the  death-rate  from  these 
diseases  1*4  ; 1906,  2’9  ; 1905,  3A  ; 1904,  2’i  ; 1903,  1*2  ; 1902,  2*7  ; 
the  average  of  ten  years  being  2 '8.  'The  deaths  from  these  diseases 
were — Measles,  7 ; Scarlet  Fever,  1 ; Whooping  Cough,  3 ; I )iphtheria, 
1 ; Typhoid,  1 ; Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  3 ; total,  16. 

'i’he  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  during  1907 
was  95  (the  previous  year  60),  equal  to  8*5  per  1,000  of  the  population 
of  the  Ward  ; 1906,  7*0  ; 1905,  9*0  ; 1904,  8'5  ; 1903,  4^9  ; 1902,  9*8  ; 
the  average  of  ten  years  being  6 ’9.  'The  cases  notified  were- 
Diphtheria  and  Diphtheritic  Croup,  3 ; Erysipelas,  4 ; Scarlet  Fever, 
83  ; Typhoid  Fever,  3 ; Puerperal  Fever,  2. 

Small=pox.  No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 
In  1905  there  were  2 cases;  1904,  13;  1903,  11  ; 1902,  1;  1895,  31 
1894,  10;  1893,  3. 

Measles  caused  19  deaths  (14  in  1906  and  23  in  1905);  14  of 
the  deaths  were  females  and  5 males  ; 4 deaths  were  under  1 year  of 
age ; 14  between  1 and  5,  and  only  1 death  over  5 years  of  age.  It  is 
thus  seen  that  the  most  fatal  age  for  this  disease  is  between  1 and  5 years 
of  age. 

The  disease  was  fairly  distributed  over  the  township — 6 of  the 
deaths  were  in  St.  James’  Ward,  6 in  'Town  Hall  Ward,  and  7 in  Abbey 
Hey  Ward. 

'There  were  13  deaths  from  March  to  July,  and  4 from  August  to 
December,  the  disease  practically  ceasing  after  the  Midsummer  Holidays. 

During  the  past  12  years  203  deaths  have  occurred  from  this 
disease,  nearly  the  whole  of  them  being  under  5 years  of  age.  During 
the  same  period  there  were  48  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  differ- 
ence in  fatality  between  these  two  diseases  is  even  much  greater  than  is 
represented  by  these  figures,  for  the  after  effects  of  measles  are  left  upon 
the  lungs  and  many  die  months  or  years  afterwards  from  bronchitis  or 
consumption  or  other  chest  diseases,  and  which  should  be  credited  to 
measles,  but  is  registered  under  the  particular  lung  disease. 
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'The  death  rate  from  measles  for  1907,  was  0*50,  the  average  of 
5 years  (1902  to  1906)  being  C46.

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The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  for  1907  was  383  ; 
1906,  185;  1905,  too;  1904,  140.  Of  these  cases  7 were  under  1 year 
of  age ; 152  were  between  1 and  5 ; 186  between  5 and  15  ; 27  between 
15  and  25  ; and  11  between  25  and  65. 

Of  the  6 deaths  for  1907  4 were  between  1 and  5.  and  2 between 
5 and  15.  Two  were  males,  and  4 females. 

In  St.  James’  Ward  there  were  136  cases  ; Town  Hall  Ward, 

164  ; Abbey  Hey  Ward,  83.  28  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 

Fever  Hospital. 

Out  of  each  1000  of  the  population  of  the  Township  there

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheritic  Croup . 12  cases  of  these 
diseases  were  notified,  with  3 deaths,  all  under  5 years  of  age.  1906 
there  were  27  cases  and  6 deaths.

1906,  o*8i  ; 1905,  0*87;  1904,  0 61  ; 1903,  o*66  ; 1902,  0*47;  1901, 
o*6  ; 1900,  0-27  ; 1899,  0-15  ; 1898,  0-33  ; 1897,  0-34.

Whooping  Cough  caused  21  deaths  (the  previous  year  16;) 
10  were  under  1 year  of  age  and  11  between  1 and  5.  10  were  males 

and  1 1 females.  In  St.  James’  Ward  there  were  9 deaths,  Town  Hall 
Ward  9,  and  Abbey  Hey  Ward  3. 

The  death-rate  from  this  disease  for  1907  was  o'56  ; 1906,  0*53  ; 
1905,  0*38  ; 1904,  CV30  ; 1903,  o'2i  ; 1902,  0^36;  1901,  CC29  ; 1900,

o‘3o.  During  the  past  12  years  145  deaths  have  occurred  from  this 
disease. 

Phth  ssis  (Consumption).  There  were  50  deaths  from  this  disease 
during  1907;  1906,  44;  1905,  36;  1904,  43;  1903,  42  ; 1902,  30  ; 

1901,  36.  29  were  males  and  21  females.  In  St.  James’  Ward  there 

were  19  deaths,  Town  Hall  Ward,  23,  Abbey  Hey  Ward  8.  More  than 
one  quarter  of  them  died  in  Withington  Workhouse  Hospital.  Two 
deaths  were  between  5 and  15;  6 between  15  and  25  ; 20  between  25 
and  40  ; 20  between  40  and  65  ; and  2 over  65.

The  average  death-rate  from  this  disease  for  ten  years  (1896  to 
1903)  was  1 '02  for  the  County  ; 1*23  for  Gorton. 

From  other  tubercular  diseases  there  were  23  deaths,  19  of  them 
being  under  5 years  of  age.  1 )eaths  from  consumption  and  other 
tubercular  diseases  formed  12 '5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  of  the 
district. 

Respiratory  Diseases  caused  136  deaths  (the  previous  year, 
102);  Bronchitis,  94;  Pneumonia,  32  ; other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  10. 
69  were  males  and  67  females ; 58  were  in  St.  James’  Ward,  49  in  Town 
Hall  Ward,  and  30  in  Abbey  Hey  Ward.  Of  these  deaths  10  were  in 
the  Workhouse  Hospital  and  3 in  other  outside  institutions.  34  were 
under  1 year  of  age;  20  between  1 and  5 ; 16  between  5 and  40;  and 
66  over  40.  The  deaths  from  these  diseases  formed  23^3  per  cent  of 
the  total  deaths ; 1906  the  proportion  was  17*6. 


The  death-rate  was  3 '6  ; 1906,  3 7. 


DEATH-RATES  FROM  RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 
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Diarrhoea  caused  13  deaths,  as  compared  with  80  the  previous 
year,  and  32  in  1905.  12  out  of  the  13  deaths  were  under  1 year  of  age. 

6 deaths  were  in  St.  James’  Ward,  4 in  town  Hall  Ward,  and  3 in  Abbey 
Hey  Ward. 

The  death  rate  from  this  disease  equalled  074;  1906,  2.4;  1905, 
rc>3;  1904,  1*33;  1903,  1*57  ; 1902,  072.  The  average  of  5 years 
(1902  to  1906)  being  1*41. 

DIARRHOEA  DEATH  RATE. 
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Typhoid  Fever.  Twenty-three  cases  occurred  during  1907,  as 
compared  with  1906,  41;  1905,  102;  1904,  35  ; 1903,  43;  1902,  33; 
1901,  84. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  7 (the  previous  year,  4);  15  of  the 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital  (the  previous  year,  14), 

The  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases  notified  for  1907  was  30  4,  as 
compared  with  1906,  9 7;  1905,  i6-6;  1904,  142;  1903,  i8‘6  ; 1902, 
i8'i  ; 1901,  9*5;  1900,  16*4;  1899,  187;  1898,  227;  1897,  i2'8  ; 
the  average  of  ten  years  (1897  to  1906)  being  157.

In  St.  James’ Ward  there  were  4 deaths;  Town  Hall  Ward,  2; 
Abbey  Hey  Ward,  1.  Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Fever 
Hospital. 

The  death-rate  from  this  disease  for  1907,  was  o' 18  ; as  compared 
with  1906,0*12;  1905,  0-54;  1904,  o'i6  ; 1903,  0-27;  1902,  0-27. 

The  death-rate  for  the  County  for  1906,  was  o 14;  (Urban  District, 
015)  ; England  and  Wales,  0 09  ; 76  large  towns,  0 09  ; London,  o-o6  ;

From  other  diseases  there  were: — Cancer,  18  (females,  13); 
Alcoholism  and  Cirrhosis  of  Liver,  7 ; Premature  Births,  28  (the 
previous  year  22)  ; Heart  Disease,  38  (males  19)  ; Accidents,  12 
(males  9)  ; Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  42  (females  23)  ; suicides,  4 
(males  3)  ; Old  Age,  29  (females  20). 


Fever  Hospital  Accommodation.  In  consequence  of 
difficulties  arising  of  infectious  cases  being  accommodated  for  treatment 
in  hospitals  outside  the  district,  the  Council  decided  to  make  use  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  in  the  district,  which  had  been  kept  in  readiness  for 
Small-pox  cases.  Seven  cases  of  Typhoid  and  28  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
have  been  admitted  since  October  1st,  1907. 
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During  the  year  an  Association  for  the  care  of  infant  life  has  been 
started  in  the  district,  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Cowen. 
Lady  Visitors  divide  the  district  for  visiting,  and  keep  in  constant 
touch  with  the  mothers  for  the  first  1 2 months  of  the  infant’s  life.  Their 
efforts  have  been  aided  by  the  Council  undertaking  the  printing  of  leaf- 
lets on  the  care  and  rearing  of  infants,  which  are  distributed  through  the 
agency  of  the  Registrar  at  the  registration  of  the  birth.  Its  work  cannot 
but  be  attended  by  benefit  to  the  health  of  the  district,  particularly  to 
the  infantile  portion. 

The  general  death  rate  of  the  district  was  considerably  lower  for 
1907  than  for  any  previous  year,  as  also  was  the  infantile  mortality,  the 
latter  fact  being  the  cause  of  the  decrease  in  the  general  death-rate. 
The  chief  reason,  if  not  the  only  reason,  in  the  fall  of  the  death-rate  for 
the  year  is  the  difference  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea.  In 
1907  there  were  13  deaths,  and  in  1906  there  were  80  from  this  disease. 
Had  there  been  the  same  number  of  deaths  from  this  one  disease  during 
1907  as  in  1906,  the  death  rate  for  1907  would  have  been  exactly  the 
same  as  in  1906. 

In  12  years  there  died  729  infants  from  Diarrhoea  in  Gorton,  and 
544  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and 
Typhoid  Fever,  all  added  together,  in  the  same  period.  This  heavy 
death-toll  on  infant  life  should  but  stir  up  public  opinion  on  the  causes 
leading  to  such  a slaughter  of  the  infants.  It  is  useless  bewailing  the 
decline  of  the  birth-rate  if  the  best  means  are  not  taken  to  preserve  the 
lives  of  those  which  are  born. 

The  great  influence  which  Zymotic  Diarrhoea  has  upon  the 
infantile  mortality,  and  through  that  upon  the  general  death  rate  of  the 
district  has  been  commented  upon  frequently  in  previous  annual  reports. 
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The  unusually  cold  wet  summer  of  1907  had  the  effect  of  lessen- 
ing most  markedly  the  number  of  house  flies  breeding  in  the  privy- 
middens,  and  of  their  appearance  in  the  houses.  It  but  shows  the  vast 
importance  to  the  community  the  necessity  for  substituting  a more 
cleanly  and  sanitary  system  for  the  present  filthy  and  abominable  privy- 
middens.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  present  Council  and  the  Health 
Committee  that  greater  efforts  were  made  during  [907  for  converting  the 
old  privies  to  water  closets  than  during  any  previous  year.  Much 
more  would  have  been  accomplished  but  for  difficulties  connected 
with  the  drainage  of  certain  properties  Housing  is  of  as  much  im- 
portance to  the  community  as  food  and  drink,  and  as  much  care  should 
be  bestowed  upon  one  as  the  other  as  to  fitness  for  human  use. 

A property  owner  should  be  held  as  much  responsible  for  offering 
for  sale  or  use  unsound  and  unhealthy  dwellings  as  endeavouring  to  sell 
unsound  or  unhealthy  food,  and  imprisonment  should  follow  one  as  for 
the  other,  for  an  unsound  and  unhealthy  house  is  even  more  likely  to  be 
followed  by  sickness  and  death  than  the  other,  as  witness  the  terrible 
differences  between  the  death  rate  of  the  slum  areas  and  the  better  class 
districts. 

The  principal  infectious  diseases  connected  with  school  life  are 
Whooping  Cough,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Diphtheria.  During  the 
past  twelve  years  there  have  died  from  these  diseases — Measles,  203  ; 
Whooping  Cough,  145  ; Scarlet  Fever,  48  ; Diphtheria,  44.  The 
mortality  from  Measles  has  not  lessened  in  England  and  A Vales  during 
the  last  fifty  years,  which  is  in  striking  contrast  to  Scarlet  Fever  fatality, 
which  has  greatly  lessened  during  the  last  thirty  years — although  the 
Scarlet  Fever  germ  which  has  survived  is  of  a much  less  fatal  and 
dangerous  type  than  of  a quarter  of  a century  ago,  yet  the  present  form 
is  quite  as  infectious  as  before. 

The  principal  use  of  a Fever  Hospital  for  Typhoid  Fever,  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  Diphtheria,  is  to  give  better  nursing  and  greater  aid  for 
recovery  than  can  be  obtained  in  the  homes  of  the  people  and  has  but 
little  influence  upon  the  prevention  of  those  diseases  spreading. 
Contrasting  the  great  difference  between  the  deaths  from  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  348,  as  compared  with  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
92,  for  the  same  period,  it  appears  but  reasonable  that  the  diseases  of 
greater  mortality  should  be  admitted  to  Hospitals  for  treatment. 
Severe  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  could  be  treated  in  the 
Hospital  with  greater  chances  of  recovery  than  in  the  small  and  over- 
crowded living  and  bedrooms  of  the  bulk  of  the  working  classes. 

As  Measles  is  not  notifiable,  it  is  impossible  to  state  the  number 
of  cases  occurring  in  the  district,  but  estimating  the  case  fatality  at  about 
5 per  cent,  the  number  of  cases  will  be  not  less  than  400  during  the 
year  - certainly  greater  than  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which 
were  383. 
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The  influence  of  Schools  upon  these  diseases  is  remarked  upon  by 
nearly  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  large  classes,  numbering 
from  40  to  80  in  one  class  in  one  room,  has  much  to  do  with  dissemi- 
nating this  disease.  When  the  declining  birth-rate  compels  attention 
to  every  source  which  drains  away  child  life,  then  will  school  environ- 
ment become  of  greater  importance  than  it  has  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  every  class  have  a separate  room,  and  no  class  exceed  a dozen 
children. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  a step  in  the  right 
direction,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  in  the  interest  of  the  children 
that  the  Educational  Authority  of  this  district  does  not  appreciate  the 
value  of  it  for  those  who  cannot  help  themselves,  by  neglecting  its  use 
for  1908.  Surely  the  lives  and  health  of  children  are  of  different  value 
than  to  be  estimated  in  money  like  butchers’  meat,  and  their  welfare  of 
more  importance  to  the  nation  than  rates  and  taxes. 

In  a vague  way  the  public  are  beginning  to  realize  the  necessity 
for  fresh  air,  but  not  until  they  know  the  dangers  of  foul  air  will  the  im- 
portance of  fresh  air  be  fully  realized.  If  the  air  expired  from  the  lungs 
could  be  seen  like  smoke  around  us,  or  as  visible  as  the  other  excretions 
of  the  body,  the  importance  of  its  rapid  removal  would  be  recognised  at 
once. 


It  is  useless  to  express  quantities  of  air  in  terms  of  cubic  inches  to 
the  public,  but  they  fully  understand  the  quantity  expressed  in  the  word 
pint,  and  it  conveys  to  them  a fuller  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of 
the  body  for  fresh  air  when  they  are  told  that  each  adult  person  on  an 
average  expires  from  the  lungs  one  thousand  pints  of  serial  sewage  every 
hour,  and  breathes  into  the  lungs  one  thousand  pints  of  air  every  hour 
to  purify  one  thousand  pints  of  blood  which  are  pumped  through  the 
lungs  every  hour  by  the  heart.  If  the  rooms  are  imperfectly  ventilated 
the  serial  sewage  has  to  be  taken  back  again  into  the  lungs,  with  the 
result  that  the  blood  becomes  charged  with  poisonous  matter  and 
becomes  a suitable  soil  for  germs  of  different  diseases  to  start  their  work 
of  fermentation  (Zymotic  diseases). 

The  previous  remarks  on  schoolrooms  and  large  classes,  and  their 
influence  on  school  diseases  now  become  apparent.  A class  of  50  to  70 
children  in  one  room,  each  one  expiring  from  40  to  60  pints  of  cerial 
sewage  per  hour,  the  windows  and  doors  closed  for  nearly  one  half 
the  year,  and  this  cerial  sewage  re-breathed  hour  after  hour  by  the 
little  ones,  is  it  any  wonder  they  become  pale,  and  have  enlarged 
glands  of  the  neck,  and  sore  throats  ? The  blood  becomes  a veritable 
septic  tank,  ready  for  any  of  the  germs  of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whoop- 
ing cough,  or  diphtheria  to  grow  and  multiply.  Frequently  the  parents 
make  the  statement  “ my  children  ailed  nothing  till  they  began  to  go  to 
school.”  Repeatedly  do  the  reports  of  medical  officers  of  health  state 
that  the  ordinary  schools  (built  before  the  days  of  the  School  Boards) 
are  the  hot  beds  of  fevers  for  children. 


The  conditions  which  predispose  to  the  diseases  mentioned  are 
also  prolific  in  producing  diseases  of  the  lungs  whether  at  school  or  at 
home. 

Of  the  total  deaths,  diseases  of  the  Lungs,  including  Consumption, 
formed  32  per  cent  for  1907.  For  12  years  the  deaths  from 
Consumption  number  430,  and  including  the  deaths  from  other 
tubercular  diseases  they  total  650. 

The  deaths  for  the  country  generally,  from  tuberculous  diseases, 
form  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  total  deaths,  exceeding  60,000  per 
annum.  More  and  more  attention  is  being  directed  to  the  means  for 
combating  this  disease,  justly  termed  the  “ White  Man's  blague.'’  The 
part  which  fresh  air  plays  in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  this  disease 
is  fully  recognised  now,  but  in  this  particular  disease  is  the  axiom  of 
special  importance,  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure.  It  is  impossible 
to  suppose  that  Fresh  Air  Hospitals  can  be  provided  for  the  vast  number 
that  are  either  in  consumption  or  passing  into  it.  Gradually  is  it 
becoming  recognised  that  a suitable  soil,  a particular  constitution,  must 
be  present  before  the  germ,  the  tubercle  bacillus,  can  gain  sufficient 
hold  to  form  the  disease — that  is,  it  is  a question  of  nutrition  of  the 
body  more  than  anything  else — and  so  we  see  poverty,  slums,  and 
consumption  hand  in  hand. 

A11  investigation  extending  over  a period  of  twenty  years  convinces 
me  that  Consumption  is  primarily  a dietetic  disease-  -a  question  of 
nutrition  is  the  conclusion  to  which  investigators  are  coming  to  at  the 
present  time — to  the  same  one  arrived  at  by  me  twenty  years  ago. 
Scurvy  is  a disease  due  to  an  insufficient  quantity  of  fresh  vegetables  in 
the  diet  and  greatly  aggravated  by  insanitary  surroundings,  insufficient 
light,  foul  air,  and  lack  of  cleanliness.  Less  than  two  centuries  ago 
Scurvy  was  the  national  disease,  killing  more  than  all  other  diseases 
added  together  ; it  is  practically  extinct  at  the  present  day,  due  to 
changes  in  social  habits  and  diet.  Just  as  fresh  vegetables  are  a 
necessity  for  health  so  is  a certain  quantity  of  fat  in  the  diet  a necessity 
for  health,  and  it  is  a constitution  built  up  with  a deficiency  of  fat 
which  forms  the  suitable  soil,  the  predisposing  constitution  in  which  the 
germ  of  Consumption  can  take  hold.  An  average  of  three  ounces  of 
fat  per  day  per  adult  is  the  necessary  quantity,  and  a deficiency  has  to 
be  made  up  by  an  excess  of  starchy  foods  such  as  bread.  For  each 
ounce  of  fat  deficient,  about  four  ounces  of  bread  or  other  starchy  food 
are  introduced  into  the  system  to  make  up  the  required  heat  and  energy 
of  the  body. 

All  Consumptives  have  an  abhorrence  of  fat,  and  to  make  up  the 
deficiency  of  three  ounces  per  day  about  three  quarters  of  a pound  of 
starchy  foods  are  taken  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  should  be  eaten 
daily.  Water  can  be  converted  into  steam  by  burning  paper  but  very 
much  less  coal  would  be  required  without  the  likelihood  of  quickly 
blocking  up  the  flues.  As  consumptive  parents  dislike  fat  so  they 
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bring  up  their  children  to  dislike  it  also,  on  the  principle  that  what  they 
dislike  cannot  be  good  for  their  children,  and  so  they  start  in  infancy  to 
build  up  the  consumptive  constitution,  and  the  idea  prevails  that  the 
disease  is  hereditary,  and  the  children  have  inherited  it  from  their 
parents.  The  curative  powers  attributed  to  Cod  Liver  Oil  are  but  due 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  a fat.  The  old  remedy  of  a century  ago  was  to  get 
up  in  the  early  morning,  when  the  dew  was  on  the  grass,  gather  the 
small  white  snails  and  eat  them  - the  advice  really  being  fresh  air  and  fat. 
The  great  tendency  of  bottle  fed  children  to  consumption  of  the  bowels 
may  be  traced  to  the  dilution  of  the  milk,  and  in  consequence  a great 
deficiency  of  cream  or  fat  in  their  food,  thus  falling  an  easy  prey  to  the 
tubercle  bacilli  introduced  into  their  bodies  in  the  milk  from  cows 
suffering  from  the  same  disease.

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ANITARY  DISTRICT. 

DURING  THE  YEAR  1907. 
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This,  my  Twenty-first  Annual  Report,  is  the  last  one  which  will  be 
presented  to  the  Gorton  Urban  District  Council.  The  remaining  por- 
tion of  Gorton  has  decided  by  a majority  to  amalgamate  with  the 
City  of  Manchester,  as  did  West  Gorton  17  years  ago,  and  next 
November  will  see  the  district  part  of  greater  Manchester.  At  the  time 
of  the  previous  amalgamation  the  population  had  reached  40,000 ; after 
the  division,  the  present  portion  of  Gorton  was  left  with  a population 
under  16,000  ; by  the  time  amalgamation  takes  place  next  November  it 
will  again  have  reached  40,000  during  the  interval  of  eighteen  years. 


Of  the  members  of  the  old  Local  Hoard  of  21  years  ago  only 
one  member — but  with  an  interval  of  twelve  years— is  on  the  present 
Gorton  Council. 

The  work,  though  hard  and  often  thankless,  has  been  a work  full 
of  interest  in  the  investigation  of  the  causes  of  disease  from  the  material 
at  hand.  Some  of  the  work,  such  as  the  discovery  which  the  fly  plays  in 
the  spreading  of  the  diseases,  Zymotic  diarrhoea,  and  typhoid  fever ; also 
relating  to  infantile  mortality,  scarlet  fever  and  consumption  have  been 
of  more  than  local  interest  in  their  bearings  on  public  health,  and  hope 
is  expressed  that  the  work  of  the  past  21  years  has  not  altogether  been 
in  vain.

Fire  Escapes.  The  Fire  Escapes  throughout  the  district  have 
been  visited  on  twenty-three  occasions,  and  properly  examined  both  as 
regards  safety,  measurements,  &c.  In  some  cases,  particularly  Messrs. 
Rylands  & Sons  Limited,  alterations  and  repairs  have  been  carried  out 
in  consequence  of  our  inspections,  and  the  whole  of  the  Escapes 
repainted.  An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  in  two  of  the  works  during  the 
year,  namely,  at  Messrs.  Booth  & Co.'s  Corn  Mill,  Wellington  Street, 
which  practically  gutted  the  premises,  and  at  Messrs.  Livingston  and 
Co.’s  works,  Booth  Street — tips,  however,  occurred  in  a building 
situated  on  the  ground  floor. 

Outworkers.  200  of  the  home-workers  living  in  the  district 
have  been  visited  and  their  houses  and  premises  inspected.  Many 
have  discontinued  this  form  of  employment  and  others  have  removed. 
No  infectious  disease  has  arisen  in  any  of  the  homes  of  these  people, 
but  the  very  low  rate  of  pay  made  for  the  long  and  hard  hours  of 
employment  necessary  to  enable  many  outworkers  in  this  district  to 
earn  a living  is  calculated  to  increase  rather  than  lessen  poverty  and 
sickness. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  We  have  made  thirty-two  visits 
and  inspections  of  the  Factories  under  the  1901  Act  and  ninety-nine 
visits  and  inspections  to  the  various  Workshops  in  the  District.  Where- 
ever  it  has  been  found  necessary,  alterations  have  been  required  by 
notices  and  by  letter,  and  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Sanitary 
conditions  of  drainage,  water  closets,  urinals  and  the  cleansing  of  walls 
and  ceilings.  We  have  within  the  District  eleven  Factories,  fifteen 
Factory  Workshops,  and  forty-six  Workshops,  making  a total  of  seventy- 
two  works  that  are  subject  to  our  inspection.  At  one  of  the  Factories 
the  W.C.’s  both  for  the  male  and  female  operatives  have  required  constant 
inspection  owing  to  the  dirty  condition  in  which  they  were  so  often  found, 
by  notice  and  other  correspondence  this  state  of  affairs  has  been  greatly 
remedied. 

An  extension  of  the  works  of  Messrs.  Williams  has  been  noted  by 
us,  as  also  the  removal  of  several  works  from  one  locality  to  another  and 
the  removal  altogether  from  the  District  or  discontinuance  of  others. 
The  following  are  among  the  chief  improvements  that  have  been  made 
during  the  year  by  notices  and  otherwise : — 

At  Messrs.  Rylands  & Sons  Mills  and  The  Dacca  Twist  Co’s  Mill 
the  W.C.’s,  urinals,  rooms,  etc.,  have  been  well  cleansed  and 
limewashed. 

Messrs.  Kendall  & Gent’s. — Limewashing  and  cleansing  of  W.C.’s, 
urinals,  etc.,  and  cleansing  of  glazed  brick  surfaces. 

Messrs.  Slack  & Brownlow. — A rain-water  downspouting  on  the 
gable  end  of  these  works  in  Fleet  Street  has  been  replaced. 

Messrs.  Rogers  & Baton,  Hinde  Street. — A new  W.C.  has  been 
provided  for  the  female  employees  without  notice. 
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Messrs.  Hartley  Bros.,  Hinde  Street. — A new  W.C.  has  also  been 
provided  here  for  the  male  employees. 

Messrs.  Taylor  &:  Sons,  896,  Hyde  Road. — A gas  engine  was 
found  to  be  in  working  position  in  the  cellar  here,  and  this 
with  other  machinery  being  unfenced  was  reported  to  the 
Chief  Government  Inspector. 

Messrs.  Beyer,  Peacock  tY  Co. — The  employees  W.C.’s  at  the 
Gorton  Lane  entrance  to  the  works  were  visible  to  the  public 
passing  on  the  trams.  These  have  now  been  screened  from 
view. 


Messrs.  Crossley  Bros. — W.C.'s  and  urinals  have  been  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  limewashed. 

Mr.  T.  Davies,  Johnson  Street. — The  works,  stable,  W.C.,  and 
yard  have  been  limewashed. 

Magnet  Millinery  Workroom,  Hyde  Road. — Ventilators  have 
been  provided  in  the  workroom. 

Messrs.  Baerlein  V Co.,  Croft  Street  Mills. — W.C.’s  and  urinals 
have  been  well  cleansed,  and  other  minor  improvements 
made. 


Messrs.  Booth  & Co.'s  Corn  Mill,  Wellington  Street. — During 
August  notice  was  served  to  thoroughly  clear  out  all  rubbish, 
thick  dust,  &:c  , and  to  re-lime  wash  this  works,  but  on  visiting 
in  September  the  notice  was  found  not  to  have  been  carried 
into  effect.  Fire  broke  out  as  before  mentioned  on  Septem- 
ber the  27th,  and  practically  destroyed  the  premises. 

Mr.  Wm,  Betts's  Woodcutting  Yard  and  Sheds  on  Stewart  Street. 
Notice  was  served  to  thoroughly  limewash  the  stable  and 
cleanse  the  yard  in  connection  with  this  place.  The  notice 
has  been  complied  with. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Winder's  Works,  Levenshulme  Road. — The  W.C.’s 
and  lavatories  have  been  completely  repaired  and  cleansed. 

Messrs.  Hartley  Bros.,  Hinde  Street. — The  workshop  flooring 
under  the  gas  engine  (12  horse-power)  was  in  a highly 
dangerous  condition,  but  has  now  been  thoroughly  repaired 
and  strengthened. 

Messrs.  McGrane  & Co. — The  W.C.’s  have  been  repaired,  cleared, 
and  well  cleansed. 

Messrs.  Quarmby  N Co. — The  W.C.’s  have  been  repaired  and 
cleansed,  as  have  also  been  the  urinals. 

High  Street  Reeling  Co.,  High  Street. — The  closets  for  the  use 
of  the  employees  here  are  far  from  satisfactory,  being  the  old 
and  large  privy-midden  situated  outside  of  and  away  from 
the  works.  The  females’  closets  were  without  doors,  but  have 
now  been  provided  with  the  same,  and  both  male  and  female 
have  been  screened  off  and  divided.  Representations  have 


been  made  by  both  of  us  to  Messrs.  Rylands  & Sons  and 
Mr.  Whitehead  of  the  Reeling  Co.  about  this  matter,  but 
nothing  has  yet  been  decided  respecting  the  provision  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  W.C.’s  inside  the  works.  The  Building 
Committee  have  not  seen  their  way  clear  to  allow  the  W.C.’s 
which  were  proposed  by  Messrs.  Rylands  to  be  constructed, 
encroaching  on  the  passage. 

Laundries.  There  are  three  working  laundries  in  the  District, 
and  one  laundry  receiving  office.  They  have  been  visited  and  inspected 
on  six  occasions,  these  visits  being  included  in  those  already  given  under 
Factories  and  Workshops.  Both  the  W.C.’s  within  the  works  of  the 
Wellington  Street  Laundry  have  been  properly  screened  off  by  wooden 
partitions,  and  the  interiors  are  not  now  visible  from  the  workroom. 
Notice  was  served  in  July  on  the  Electric  Laundry,  Duke  Street,  for 
insanitary  condition  of  the  yard  surface  which  was  subsequently  properly 
concreted  and  drained,  and  also  for  a new  W.C.  basin  and  repairs  to  the 
flush  tank  which  have  also  been  completed.  The  laundries  in  the  dis- 
trict are  now  in  very  good  sanitary  condition. 

Bakehouses.  The  retail  bakehouses  in  the  district  have  received 
special  attention — there  are  no  underground  places.  Sixty-two  visits  and 
inspections  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  twenty-nine  bake- 
houses in  the  township,  respecting  the  lime-washing,  colour-washing,  and 
cleansing  of  the  premises,  and  the  lighting,  ventilation,  and  drainage  of 
the  same.  The  yards,  W.C.’s,  and  other  conveniences  in  connection 
with  them  have  also  received  our  attention.  Six  new  bakehouses  in 
conformity  with  regulations  have  been  registered.  Several  of  the  bake- 
houses are  yet  insufficiently  provided  with  ventilation  by  proper  methods. 
Complaints  have  been  received  respecting  the  amount  of  dense  smoke 
and  soot  that  has  been  emitted  from  several  of  the  chimneys,  this  matter 
is  therefore  being  watched  and  smoke  observations  taken  at  various 
hours.  Three  of  the  retail  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  in  very 
unsatisfactory  and  insanitary  condition,  and  will  be  dealt  with  during  the 
coming  year.  Notices  have  been  served  and  requests  made  to  four  of 
the  bakehouses  to  remedy  insanitary  condition  of  W.C.’s,  seats,  flush 
pipes  and  cisterns,  yards,  yard  drains,  manure  heaps,  and  stables  in  close 
proximity,  the  ground  outside,  and  to  provide  further  and  more  adequate 
means  of  lighting  and  ventilation — these  requests  have  all  been  complied 
with.  A new  washdown  W.C.,  new  drainage,  and  an  ashbin  has  been 
provided  at  the  bakehouse  at  No.  97  Wellington  Street,  replacing  the  old 
and  insanitary  privy-midden  that  was  in  existence,  and  at  No.  7a 
Jackson  Street,  Abbey-BIey,  a new  bakehouse  has  been  constructed  in 
the  yard  adjoining  and  opening  into  the  scullery,  which  was  previously 
used  for  the  baking,  but  was  quite  inadequate  for  the  purpose. 

Slaughter-houses.  The  two  slaughter-houses  in  the  district 
have  been  visited  on  seven  occasions.  The  lime-washing  and  cleansing 
of  the  whole  of  the  premises,  lairage,  & c.,  and  the  yards  has  been 
attended  to,  and  the  lighting,  ventilation,  and  drainage  have  also  had  our 
attention.  Collections  of  offal,  dung,  &c.,  have  been  regularly  removed, 


and  the  carcases  of  the  beasts  and  sheep,  including  the  various  organs, 
that  have  been  slaughtered,  have  been  examined.  All  have  been  found 
in  satisfactory  condition.  There  are  no  Knackers  yards  in  this  township, 
and  no  new  slaughter-houses  have  been  registered. 

Offensi  ve  Trades . 'There  are  eight  different  offensive  trades  in 
the  district,  namely,  a Courier  and  Tanner,  Tripe  Boiler,  Soap  Boiler, 
Gut  Scraper,  Gelatine  Finish  Manufacturer,  Lacoline  or  Japan 
Manufacturer,  and  two  Pickle  Works — these  have  all  been  kept  under 
close  observation  and  have  been  visited  on  nine  separate  occasions. 
'The  ventilation,  cleansing,  limewashing,  and  drainage  has  also  been 
seen  to.  One  of  the  manufacturers  attempted  to  obstruct  us  in  the 
execution  of  our  duty,  but  eventually  gave  way.  The  Gelatine  Finish 
Manufacturer  and  the  Lacoline  or  Japan  Works  are  the  only  new 
Offensive  Trades  that  have  commenced  during  the  year. 

Canal  Boats.  During  the  whole  year  there  have  only  been  nine 
boats  inspected — these  have  been  found  in  a satisfactory  state.  Where 
necessary  attention  has  been  called  to  do  the  requisite  cleansing  to 
which  they  are  subjected  to  and  four  boats  have  been  cleansed.  The 
Waterway  is  used  very  much  less  than  in  previous  years.  The  great 
nuisance  which  exists  is  the  quantity  of  dead  dogs  and  cats  floating  on 
the  surface ; not  knowing  who  have  owned  these  animals  it  has  been 
necessary  to  remove  the  carcases  for  the  sake  of  the  public  health. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION.  Samples  taken  and 

Unsound  Food  Seized.  We  have  made  163  inspections  of  the 
butchers’  shops,  greengrocery  and  fish  shops,  hawkers’  carts,  stalls,  fish 
and  chip,  tripe  and  co wheel  shops  in  the  District  and  also  the  various 
places  where  shell-fish  have  been  exposed  for  sale. 

There  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  during  this  year,  the  number  notified  being  much  less 
than  for  very  many  years  past.  This  we  attribute  largely  to  the  careful 
and  constant  inspection  of  food  liable  to  give  rise  to  this  disease  as  also 
to  the  improved  work  and  removal  of  the  refuse,  excreta,  etc.,  from  the 
privy-middens  and  the  alteration  of  many  of  these  closets  and  ashpits  to 
water  closets,  new  drainage  and  ashbins. 

In  the  thirty-five  separate  visits  that  have  been  made  to  the  smaller 
fish  and  chip  shops  we  find  that  these  places  are  totally  unfit  for  the 
preparation  and  sale  of  food,  the  fish  is  cleaned  sometimes  in  dark  and 
filthy  little  sculleries  or  in  the  yard,  in  the  open  or  under  small  sheds. 
The  shops  have  been  found  as  a general  rule  to  be  in  very  fair  condition 
but  if  the  public  witnessed  the  conditions  under  which  this  favourite 
food  was  prepared  in  small  and  dirty  back  premises  there  would  be  less 
purchased  from  such  places  until  prepared  for  consumption  under  more 
sanitary  conditions. 

In  January,  Henry  Longden,  of  105  and  107,  Cross  Street,  was 
found  to  have  on  his  premises  a large  quantity  of  unsound  and  diseased 
meat  which  had  been  brought  into  his  shop  in  the  early  hours  of  the 


morning.  After  rigorous  inspection  and  examination  there  was  con- 
demned and  seized  three  fore  quarters  and  three  hind  quarters  of  beef, 
two  pairs  of  lungs  and  one  liver.  These  were  afterwards  inspected  by 
two  veterinary  surgeons,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  magis- 
trate, and  an  Order  granted  for  the  destruction  of  the  entire  lot,  weighing 
iffcwt.  3 qrs.  Henry  Longden  was  subsequently  sentenced  to  three 
months'  imprisonment  and  William  Longden  to  one  month  by  Mr.  Yates, 
at  Strangeways. 

During  September  some  unsound  mackerel  was  seized  from 
E.  Blood’s  cart  on  Mount  Road,  and  some  diseased  rabbits  from 
W.  H.  Walker’s  cart  in  Osborne  Street.  The  usual  orders  from  the 
magistrate  were  obtained,  the  fish  and  rabbits  destroyed,  and  Blood 
and  Walker  were  both  fined  by  the  City  Stipendiary.  Gorton  certainly 
has  an  unenviable  notoriety  as  the  dumping  ground  for  bad  food,  and 
the  remark  made  use  of  by  the  Stipendiary  at  the  County  Police  Court 
when  dealing  with  Longden,  to  the  effect  that  it  was  obvious  that  there 
was  a very  extensive  trade  going  on  in  the  sale  of  diseased  meat  justifies 
the  many  seizures  that  we  have  made  during  the  year.  The  working 
classes  buy  this  inferior  and  cheap  stuff  and  it  is  they  who  suffer 
principally. 

Thirty-one  seizures  of  unsound  food  from  shops  and  carts  have 
been  made.  The  above  three  cases  were  taken  to  Court,  and  the  other 
twenty-eight  cases  brought  before  the  Committee  and  warned.  The 
total  quantity  of  meat,  fish,  fruit,  &c.,  that  has  been  destroyed  by  orders 
from  the  magistrates  is  as  follows  : —

By  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Councillor  William  Gregory,  special  inspection  was  made  of  the  shops 
during  Christmas.  The  following  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
sound  and  in  the  best  condition  for  consumption  : —

The  vigilance  which  we  have  maintained  in  this  branch  of  our  work 

o 

has,  we  hope,  been  of  benefit  to  the  township. 

Six  samples  of  milk  have  been  purchased  from  five  vendors  in  the 
district.  Three  of  the  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  in  Liverpool,  and  the  other  three  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  both  of  whom  have  returned  certificates  to  the  effect  that  the 
milk  submitted  was  pure. 

The  majority  of  the  refreshment  rooms,  ice-cream  shops,  and 
eating-houses  have  been  found  to  be  clean  and  kept  in  good  order,  but 
there  are  several  that  are  not  at  all  satisfactory,  both  in  the  rooms  and 


in  the  back  premises.  These  will  be  inspected  and  if  necessary,  served 
with  notice,  in  the  coming  year. 

Fairs  and  Wakes , Vans , <&c . The  spring  fair  was  held  on  the 
open  space  opposite  Beyer,  Peacock  & Co.’s,  works,  Gorton  Lane,  from 
Friday,  April  5th  to  Thursday,  April  nth,  and  the  autumn  wakes  from 
Friday,  August  30th  to  Friday,  September  6th.  Eight  visits  were  made 
to  the  ground,  and  this,  with  the  shell-fish  stalls,  ice  cream  carts,  and 
the  passages  and  ashpits  round  the  ground  were  examined.  The  food 
and  other  refreshments  for  sale  were  of  satisfactory  quality,  and  doubt- 
less the  inspections  we  made  were  responsible  for  the  few  bags  of 
mussels,  oysters,  and  crabs  that  were  again  deposited  in  the  neighbouring 
ashpits  during  and  after  the  wakes.  Thirty-two  vans  were  inspected 
during  both  the  fair  and  the  wakes,  and  the  majority  of  them  were  found 
to  be  in  very  clean  and  orderly  condition,  not  over  crowded,  and  ventil- 
ated in  sufficient  manner.  Our  attention  was  given  to  the  cleansing  of 
the  ground  during  and  after  both  occasions,  and  pails  were  provided  for 
the  use  of  the  van-dwellers  The  objectionable  features  each  year  are 
the  removal  of  water  for  drinking  purposes  from  the  rear  of  Burton 
Street,  and  the  flooding  of  the  already  insanitary  passage  surface,  and 
the  use  of  the  short  passage  at  the  rear  of  Nos.  366  to  372,  Gorton 
Lane,  by  the  public  visiting  the  ground  for  depositing  excreta  and  urine. 

Nine  van-dwellers  on  the  various  open  spaces  in  the  district  have 
also  been  visited  and  their  dwellings  inspected,  invariably  they  were 
found  to  be  in  a dirty  and  insanitary  condition,  as  was  also  the  surround- 
ing ground,  so  were  called  upon  to  remove  from  the  district  within 
a specified  time.  On  account  of  the  dirty  and  unhealthy  conditions 
under  which  these  vagrants  live,  sleep,  and  work,  and  the  risk  of  their 
introducing  to  this  district  serious  disease,  we  keep  them  under  constant 
observation,  and  move  them  away  as  soon  as  possible. 

Smoke  Observations.  This  is  another  branch  of  the  work  of 
the  Department  which  has  had  the  particular  attention  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  Councillor  Gregory,  and  ourselves,  with  an  effect 
which  has  a good  deal  lessened  the  smoke  nuisance  in  Gorton,  and  been 
of  benefit  both  to  the  public  and  to  property.  For  six  days  during  July 
and  August,  with  the  kind  permission  of  the  Superintendent  and.  Chief 
Inspector  of  Manchester,  Inspector  E.  Wilson  was  engaged  in  closely 
observing  the  stacks,  tubes,  &c.,  giving  rise  to  black  smoke,  in  visiting 
the  works  after  the  observations  and  examining  the  furnaces,  flues,  &c., 
and  finally  submitting  written  reports  to  the  Committee  respecting  each 
firm,  with  the  result  that  eleven  observation  forms  and  notices  were 
served  on  the  following  seven  firms  for  emitting  dense  black  smoke  for 
a period  exceeding  the  time  limit,  namely,  four  minutes  to  the  half-hour  : —

In  all,  fifty-six  observations  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
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Schools.  'Twenty-four  visits  have  been  made  to  the  ten 
different  schools  in  the  district  and  inspections  made.  There  are  two 
Roman  Catholic  Schools,  two  Church  of  England,  one  Wesleyan 
Methodist,  two  Council  Schools,  and  three  Private  Schools  having  W.C.’s, 
conveniences,  &c.,  that  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  department. 
An  extra  water-closet  was  provided  in  the  school  yard  for  the  boys 
attending  the  private  school  of  Miss  Naylor,  in  Booth  Street.  The 
W.C.’s,  flush  tanks,  urinals,  and  floors  and  seats  at  Aspinal  Gorton 
Boys’  and  Girls’  School,  Hyde  Road  Council  Schools,  and  St.  James’s 
Schools  not  being  in  a satisfactory  condition,  the  attention  of  the 
Secretary  of  Education,  Mr.  Clegg,  was  called  to  the  same,  who  promised 
to  give  the  matter  his  immediate  attention  in  each  case. 

Fowls , Pigeons,  and  Domestic  Animals  in  Yards.  One 

hundred  and  one  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  yards  of  fowl  and 
pigeon  keepers  in  Gorton,  and  the  majority  of  these  have  been  found  to  be 
in  a disgraceful  and  insanitary  condition.  Many  have  been  served  with 
notices  and  have  disposed  of  their  birds  and  animals  in  consequence.  The 
keeping  in  such  large  numbers  of  fowls  and  pigeons  by  so  many  of  the 
inhabitants  is  a growing  evil,  tending  to  the  dissemination  of  disease 
from  the  parasites  that  live  on  these  birds,  as  well  as  ruination  to  the 
property  around.  It  would  pay  owners  and  agents  to  absolutely  prohibit 
the  keeping  of  birds  and  animals  on  their  premises,  and  would  likewise 
be  of  benefit  to  the  health  of  the  ignorant,  who  do  not  know,  even  in  the 
present  day  of  cheap  education  by  the  many  means  at  their  disposal, 
how  to  take  care  of  themselves.  The  Bye-laws  of  the  Council  provide 
that  all  yards  shall  be  free  from  any  erections  above  the  level  of  the 
ground,  except  a water  closet,  earth  closet,  or  privy,  and  an  ashpit,  as 
also  the  provisions  of  a certain  number  of  square  feet — this  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  the  future  in  dealing  with  this  nuisance,  as  also  the 
covering  of  yards. 

Dirty  and  Overcrowded  Houses.  Forty-five  visits  and 
inspections  have  been  made  to  these  houses  by  day  and  by  night,  and 
notices  have  been  served  to  thoroughly  cleanse  the  houses  and  yards 
throughout,  and  to  dispose  of  lodgers.  We  have  endeavoured  to  keep 
these  houses  under  observation  from  the  time  when  reported. 

Stables.  One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  inspections  have  been 
made  of  stables,  and  wherever  it  has  been  found  to  be  necessary,  notices 
have  been  served  on  the  occupants  to  lime-wash  and  cleanse,  provide 
further  light  and  ventilation,  relay  the  floors  and  relay  the  drainage. 
Stables  in  the  township  are,  we  observe,  frequently  made  improper  use 
of  as  store-rooms  for  various  goods,  food  intended  for  human  consumption, 
and  for  the  cleaning  and  preparing  of  fish  for  sale  in  small  shops  and  on 
hawkers  carts. 

Unpaved  Back  Passages.  A complete  list  of  the  unpaved 
back  passages  in  the  township  was  obtained  in  the  year  owing  to  the 
very  insanitary  condition  of  the  same  and  submitted  to  the  Committee. 
It  was  passed  over  to  the  Highways  Department,  and  the  Surveyor  has  a 
list  to  which  his  attention  will  be  given  as  soon  as  possible.

Had  more  of  the  passages  been  paved  and  drained  the  Committee 
would  probably  have  taken  into  consideration  the  swilling  of  the  same 
by  hose  pipe  after  the  emptying  of  the  privy-middens.  This  would  have 
been  a more  efficacious  method  of  thoroughly  cleansing  the  ground  than 
the  present  method  of  disinfecting  with  carbolic  powder  after  sweeping. 

Conveniences.  Seventy-eight  visits  have  been  made  to  the 
public  and  private  conveniences.  The  Reddish  Lane  convenience  and 
W.C.  has  been  altered.  The  W.C.  has  been  removed  on  account  of  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  abused,  the  door  cut  about,  and  the  lock 
constantly  choked  and  broken.  The  roof  has  been  removed  entirely, 
and  another  entrance  provided  at  the  place  where  the  W.C.  stood.  The 
Hyde  Road  convenience  at  the  Town  Hall  has  also  suffered,  and  the 
slate  slabs  have  been  broken  down  and  brickwork  removed.  This  has  been 
repaired.  Cleansing  and  disinfecting  is  done  each  day  in  the  morning. 

The  private  convenience  at  the  “Waggon  and  Horses”  Hotel 
which  has  long  been  in  very  insanitary  condition  has  had  attention,  and 
steps  are  now  being  taken  to  have  this  immediately  remedied  or  closed 
to  the  public.  All  other  conveniences  and  W.C.’s  at  the  public  houses 
in  the  district  are  regularly  visited. 

The  Caretaker’s  yard  and  rear  premises,  the  Mortuary,  the  Work- 
men’s convenience,  and  the  W.C.  in  the  Council  yard  was  limewashed 
during  August. 

The  Day  Carts  of  the  Department  have  been  provided  with  new 
Dust  Sheets  to  prevent  the  refuse  and  dust  from  being  blown  off  the  carts. 

Isolation  Hospital.  Gorton  Hospital,  which  had  been  closed 
for  years,  was  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected,  and  opened  for 
the  treatment  of  Typhoid  Fever  on  September  the  30th.  Seven  severe 
cases  were  treated  (four  females  and  three  males).  Two  of  the  male 
patients  died  in  Hospital.  At  the  close  of  the  typhoid  season  the  wards 
were  again  thoroughly  disinfected  and  cleansed,  and  the  Hospital  again 
re-opened  for  the  treatment  of  scarlet  fever.  Up  to  the  year  end  seven 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  (2  females  and  5 males)  had  been  admitted.  The 
Hospital  at  present  remains  open  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  at  a 
less  cost  to  the  township  than  by  sending  the  patients  to  either  Stockport 
or  Monsall.  The  allotments  roadway  has  been  cindered  and  made  fit 
for  use  by  tradespeople  having  business  at  the  hospital  and  for  use  by 
the  Infectious  Ambulance.  A new  portion  of  roadway  has  also  been 
constructed  from  the  Allotments  road  extending  into  the  grounds  of  the 
Hospital.  Water  for  swilling  purposes  only  was  obtained  direct  from 
the  pit  in  the  grounds,  but  is  now  supplied  in  very  much  better  quality 
from  a new  well  sunk  in  the  grounds  by  the  Department. 

Factory  Steam  Whistles.  Complaints  having  been  received 
of  the  noise  made  by  the  many  steam  whistles,  sirens,  <Cc.,  at  the 
various  works  in  the  district  the  matter  was  brought  before  the 
Committee,  and  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  communicated  with  the  firms 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  permission  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  had 


been  obtained  under  the  Factories  (Steam  Whistles)  Act,  of  1872,  to 
use  such  instruments.  Permission  having  been  obtained  the  use  of 
these  whistles  has  been  allowed  to  continue. 

New  Bye-laws  respecting  nuisances  arising  from  snow,  filth,  dust, 
ashes,  and  rubbish  were  adopted  during  the  year  and  should  be  of  much 
service  to  the  District. 

The  chief  additions  to  the  work  of  the  department  have  been  the 
new  Accident  Ambulance,  which  arrived  on  the  18th  of  December,  from 
Messrs.  Wilson  & Stockall,  of  Bury,  and  has  been  attended  to  and 
worked  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee,  and  the  passing  back  from 
the  Highways  Department  of  the  inspection  and  passing  of  drainage 
on  property,  consequent  on  any  notices  issued  by  the  Sanitary  Depart- 
ment. The  staff  has  also  been  added  to  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Walter  Hart  as  Sanitary  Messenger.  He  previously  for  some  months 
temporarily  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  department,  and  since  being 
permanently  appointed  has  worked  ably  and  well. 

Day  and  Night  Work . The  nett  day  weight  of  refuse  that  has 
been  removed  shows  a considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year  as  do 
also  the  number  of  loads  removed.  This  part  of  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment is  increasing  rapidly  every  year,  due  to  the  numbers  of  new  houses 
erected  and  provided  with  ashbins,  and  as  the  ashbins  become  more 
universal  further  improvement  will  be  manifest ; the  present  number  are 
spread  over  the  whole  of  the  district,  making  it  necessary  for  the  whole 
ground  to  be  gone  over  each  week.  519  new  houses  commenced  using 
them  during  the  year,  and  685  in  the  previous  year,  making  a total  of 
1204  new  ashbins  in  the  two  years. 

The  nett  weight  of  shop  refuse,  as  also  the  number  of  loads,  are 
somewhat  less.  This  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  this 
particular  refuse  was  less  often  removed  during  this  year  than  last  year 
owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  caused  by  the  extra  ashbins  above  men- 
tioned, and  also,  as  far  as  the  weight  is  concerned,  the  fact  that  the  shop 
refuse  has  been  of  less  weighty  matter. 

The  privy-middens  that  are  every  year  being  abolished  and 
replaced  by  water-closets  and  ashbins,  or  shallow  and  dry  ashpits,  are 
appreciably  reducing  the  work  of  the  night  staff,  and  tending  to  lessen 
disease  and  promote  more  healthy  and  sanitary  conditions. 

The  work  of  the  night  men  also  shows  an  improvement,  there  being 
more  weight  of  night-soil  being  removed,  in  less  loads,  than  in  1906. 

The  method  of  working  the  night  refuse  has  so  been  arranged 
that  it  is  now  quite  possible  to  obtain  the  full  number  of  loads  and  the 
heaviest  weights  without  the  supervision  of  a walking  foreman,  and  to 
make  one  of  the  men  responsible  in  the  capacity  of  working  foreman 
instead,  thus  lessening  the  expense  on  the  1 )epartment. 

The  number  of  privy-middens  that  have  been  altered  to  W.C.’s  have 
been  seventy-four,  affecting  127  houses,  which  have  also  been  provided 
with  127  ashbins,  and  transferred  from  the  night  work  to  the  day  work.

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FARMS : Cowsheds , Shippons,  and  Pigstyes.  Ninety- 
seven  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  to  the  eight  farms  within 
the  district,  and  the  Shippons  and  Cowsheds,  Yards  and  Pigstyes 
examined.  Limewashing,  tarring,  and  cleansing  has  been  done  at  all 
of  the  farms  twice  in  the  year. 

Ivy  Cottage  Farm,  Abbey  Hey,  and  Yew  "Free  Farm,  CrowTcroft, 
have  both  been  served  with  notices,  and  the  yard  surface,  shippon  floors, 
stable  floors,  and  pigstyes  have  been  relaid  and  channelled — new 
drainage  provided  throughout,  the  pigstyes  rebuilt  and  concreted,  and 
at  the  Abbey  Hey  Farm  the  privy-midden  has  been  divided  off  from 
adjoining  cottages  and  a separate  closet  connected  with  the  same  pit 
constructed  for  these  cottages. 

Lighting  and  ventilation  has  also  received  our  attention.  Despite 
the  fact  that  there  are  still  two  of  the  farms  in  very  insanitary  condition, 
they  are  as  a whole,  in  much  more  satisfactory  and  cleanly  condition 
than  they  have  been  for  some  time  past.  Those  that  require  improve- 
ments will  be  seen  to  in  the  coming  year. 

As  it  is  essential  that  milk  should  not  only  be  produced  but  kept 
under  the  best  conditions  so  as  to  reduce  to  a minimum  the  risk  of 
contamination  wre  have  made  many  suggestions  to  the  various  keepers, 
such  as  the  careful  cleansing  of  the  animals  periodically,  and  such 
suggestions  have  generally  been  acted  upon. 

Dairies  and  Milkshops.  259  visits  and  inspections  have  been 
made  to  the  numerous  milkshops  in  Gorton.  Many  are  totally  unfit  for 
the  keeping  and  sale  of  milk,  are  neither  cleanly  nor  properly  lighted 
and  ventilated.  The  milkshops  are  now  receiving  special  attention,  and 
a street  to  street  examination  of  them  all  is  in  progress.  Those  that  are 
not  satisfactory  will  be  served  with  notice.  Any  description  of  receptacle 
and  any  position  in  or  out  of  any  class  of  shop  suit  the  majority  of 
people  so  long  as  they  are  able  to  obtain  milk,  the  covering  with  fine 
double  gauze  screens  stretched  over  clean  circular  wooden  hoops  is  also 
of  secondary  importance  in  keeping  out  particles  of  dust  and  dirt,  and 
yet  still  allowing  light  and  ventilation,  and  for  the  most  part  solid,  unper- 
forated wTood  or  earthenware  covers  are  made  use  of.  The  lighting, 
ventilation,  position  of  receptacle,  cleanliness  of  shops  and  receptacles, 
and  tins,  the  covering  of  same  suitably,  registration  and  number  of  milk- 
shops will  soon  however  have  received  every  attention.

One  hundred-and-eighty-nine  reminding  notices  have  also  been 
issued. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  been  most  ably  assisted  by  the 
attention  and  constant  interest  of  the  Chairman,  Councillor  William 
Gregory  and  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  we  beg  leave 
to  here  place  on  record  our  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  manner  in 
which  we  have  been  supported  in  our  duty.
